A    PROCLAMATION. 

VI7HER.EAS  I  have  heretofore  iffued  a  Pro- 
VV  clamation,  bearing  date  the  29th  day  of 
June  laft,  thereby  declaring,  and  eft^blifliinjr  a 
quarantine  to  be  performed  by  all  veifels  arriv- 
ing in  this  port  from  any  of  the  Weft-India  I- 
flands,  from  New-Orleans,  or  from  any  Dutch 
French  or  Spanifh  port,  on  the  Main:  And 
whereas  the  Board  of  Iiifpeclors  of  the  Health- 
Office  have  fuggefted  fundi'y  falutary  regulati- 
ons ncceffary  to  enforce  a  general  and  effectual 
compliance  with  the  faid  quarantine  :  To  the 
intent,  therefore,  that  fuch  regulations  flnll 
be  known,  received  and  obeyed,  I  have  deemed 
it  expedient,  in  purfuance  of  the  duty  and  au- 
thority to  me  by  law  afligned,  to  ifTue  this  Pro- 
clamation ;  Hereby  publicljs  notifying,  -that,  du- 
ring the  continuance  of  the  faid  quarantine,  all 
vefTels  fufpected  of,  infection  fhall  anchor  under 
the  guns  of  the  fort  on  Mud-Illand  in  the  river 
Delaware; — that  there  fhall  be  no  communica- 
tion between  the  perfons  on  board  any  veffel 
performing  quarantine  and  the  fhores  of  New- 
Jerfey  and  Pennfylvania ; — that  the  boats  of 
luch  vefTels  fhall  not  pafs  to  and  from  each  o- 
ther,  or  to  and  from  the  fhores  aforefaid,  but 
fhall,  during  tlie  term  af  quarantine,  fee  fycurely 
kept  on  the  deck  of  the  veffel  to  which  they  re- 
fpecYively  belong. by  chains  and  locks  to  be  pro- 
vided and  fixed  under  the  directions  of  theBoard 
of  Infpeftors  aforefaid  ; — and  that  no  perfon  or 
perfons  fhall  pafs  to  or  from  the  Hi-fpital  on 
State-Ifland  :  But  ttis  neverthelefs  underflocd, 
and  declared  that  the  regulations  aforefaid  fhall 
not  extend  to  the  Officers  of  the  United  States, 
nor  to  the  officers  and  fsrvants  of  the  Health- 
Department,  lawfully  employed  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  refpeiftive  duties;  nor  to  any  per- 
fon or  perfons,  who  fhall,  in  writing,  be  fpeci- 
ally  licenfed  and  permitted  to  vifit  the  faid  Hof- 
pital,  or  any  vefTel  under  quaratine,  by  the  laid 
Beard  of  Infpeftors,  the  Kefident  Phyfician,  or 
the  Health-Officer  of  the  Port.  And  I  Do  here- 
by warn  and  prohibit  all  perfons  whomfoever, 
under  the  fevereft  penalties  of  the  law,  from 
tranfgreffing  and  evading,  or  attempting  to  tranf- 
grefs„and  evade,  the  faid  regulations  or  any  of 
them";  and  I  require  and  enjoin  the  good  citizens 
■  monu-eqlfli.  bat  more  Hneciallv  the 
public  officers  thereof,  according  to  the  duties 
of  their  refpeftive  ftations,  to  he  vigilant  in  car- 
rying the  faid  regulations  into  effect,  and  in  ap- 
prehending and  profecutingy  according  to  law,a- 
ny  and  every  perfon  who  fhall' be  found  offend- 
ing againft  the  fame.
